The plaintiifs in 
the action were the owner and master of tho 
junk, the crew of the jank and the owner 
of the carsu and by their amended writ they 
claimed, for the junk, cargo, clothos and.

Hermann, by way of counterclaim, aued the 
owner of the junk for $4,002 for damayes 
created by the collision which took place 
in the Formosa Channel, And the an- 
awer to the writ wont on to state ‘the 
defendant donies that the’ plaintiff as 
maatar or owner of the Kum Hin: Pat 
is- entitled to claim-for the cargo laden 
thereon.’
